A Valuable Thoaght. 

It is a fact that nitrogen fertil- 
izers are annually becoming 
scarcer, therefore the price is 
higher. Two years ago nitrogen 
was selling at 950 per ton ; to-day 
the price is 952. The beds of 
nitrate of soda in Ohili are pour- 
ing out thousands of tons of this 
fertilizer each year and the price 
will grow higher. 

Now, what should sensible men 
do? They should from this issue 
of the Agriculturist determine 
not to be under the grasp of the 
fertilizer dealers for nitrogen. 
How can they help themselves? 
By growing this spring, the com- 
ins; summer and during next win- 
ter plants that will gather enough 
nitrogen to keep up the fertility 
of their lands. Deterimine to 
plant several acres of soja beans, 
cow peas, alsike clover and hairy 
vetch. Each will catdi |10 worth 
of nitrogenous bacteria, which 
will lie as good as that much 
Chilian nitrate of soda. This 
one paragraph should be worth 
one hundred dollars to any 
thoughtful reaidtr.— Sonthorn 
Agriculturist.
